His record may have been 
one of the most impressive of 
the session, either for fresh 
men or more experienced 
I gislators 
He authored a total of 20 
tails which were enacted into 
law, co-authored some ad­ 
ditional 
m easures 
and 
sponsored in the Senate other 
House measures 
Sixteen of the 20 bills he 
authored were approved as 
Senate Bills Four were filed 
as duplicate bills in both the 
Senate and House 
and he 
carried them through the 
Senate as House bills after 
their passage in the House 
One of his bills. Senate Bill 
635, received statewide at­ 
tention, and another received 
favorable comment in the 
national press 
Senate Bill 635. a medical 


malpractice bill which set a 
$500,000 limit on individual 
m alpractice aw ards, was 
supported by the governor 
and made a part of his 
emergency program. 
It passed the Senate, but 
was defeated in the House by 
two votes, a discouraging but 
not hopeless rebuff. Farabee 
says nobody gave it a chance 
of passage initially, and he 
now feels it can likely be 
passed at a future session. 
Farabee authored a bill 
making it a criminal penalty 
for parents to sell babies, a 
national problem, and this 
measure got national a t­ 
tention 
Sen Farabee says he was 
impressed by the tremendous 
amount of work done relative 
to the new constitution being 
offered to Texas voters 
‘‘I feel that generally it is 
an 
improvement 
and

I recommend that 
they 
(his 
constituents) 
seriously consider voting for 
each of the articles ” 


He said the school finance 
bill will create some stress on 
the small school districts, 
adding, ‘‘That’s why I voted 
against it.

C. Any building, shed, 
fence, or other man-made 
structure, which by reason of 
faulty construction or any 
other cause, is liable to cause 
injury

by 


SECTION ll All dangerous 
buildings within the term s of 
this ordinance which shall 
constitute a menance to the 
health, 
m orals, 
safety, 
or 
general welfare of its oc­ 
cupants or of the public are 
declared

dered to be vacated, repaired 
or dem olished as herein 
provided.
